of the cavses leading to his terrible erime.

*I don't know how I came to do the shoot-
ing,” he said.  “Idon't mean to say thas I
was not aware of what I was doing, bus
rather that I bad not premeditated it The
trouble had been brewing for two years. I
bave .een warried about twenty-four year,
but for the past two years I had not, up te
Buuday last, spokon & word to my wifs, ia
fasx, I had not even seen hor more than
tlree or four times. We lived in the same
house, but whensver she wounld hear me
enter ahe would shut hersslf in her room
and remain there ulitil [ left. Ablout thres
yoars ago she began to treat me with a sors
of silent contempt, which began finally to
be s0 unbearable that 1 could not stand ik,
and I left hor comparatively to herssif. I
furnished the means of support, however,
Well, averything went aloug in that way
until Bunday afternoon, when I went homs
and goltg upstairs went to a store room te
get something. I found the door looked,
and was about to go for a key, when my
daughter, sesing me, told me I should nod
go into that room. I asked her why, for
inmsmuch as it was my house I supposed I
had & right to go whers [ wouald in it, Jush
then my wifs nppeared on the scens with s
poker in bor hand and declared I should nos
enter. Ithen want out and bought a revol-
vor, Intending it for self-defonse only, for [
foared there might ba a man in the house,
who would creste a disturbance, for which
I wished to bo prepared.

“I returned home about ¥ o'clook, and
going into the parlor saw a number of
strangers there. I said good evening and
sat down. Some time atter my wife turned
to me and asked if I had not been thars
long envugh, at the same time slapping
me. 1 left the room, and after the
company had gone 1 went to where my wifs
was and shot her. Not knowing what the
result of my work would be, [ lefs the
housa, "

Bunning Negroea Out of Town,

New Onreans, Nov, 26 —The reports
$hat came in from Thibodeaux yestorday,
seem Lo show clearly that there was no bag-
tle &t the picket post as was at first re«
ported, but that the negroes were killed in
the town., After shooting of the white
pickets, Malason and Gorman, the whites
waere called to arms, and it was decided thas
the safety of the town required that the
negro leaders should be driven out of town,

armed whiter them marched upon the
part of town most frequented by the blacks,
There they went from house to house
searching for arms and, ammunition, dis-
persing the armed negroes and firing om
every negro who made hw appearance, No
negro attempted to resist or fred a shot in
roturn. All seemed beut wholly on escap-
ing. The woman and children wers not
molested, but an old blind woman who ran
out of her cabin upon hearing the firing was
fatally shot. The shooting lasted about an
bour, at the end of which time every negro
man bad fled from town, or was hidden or
berricaded in his house. Yesterday the
piokets were fired upon from the cane, bus
no ons was hurt. Most of the negro hands
are at work on the plantations, but they
seem to fear that the strikers will attaock
them. Many of the leaders in the strike
have left thy parish.
